As a n umber 
of ed itorials have n oted , the iiovv famous 
Iwo Jima picture was n ot a fin ke The pic­ 
ture was taken m secon d s bv a hurried 
photographer an d the subjects in the [)icUirc 
d id n ot even kn ow the shot was mad e un til 
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told of It afterward s. This has been authen ­ 
ticated by first-han d reports from those on 
the scen e at the time an d by secon d -han d 
reports on remarks from Haves before his 
d eath. 
Had the picture been posed , it would have 
been somewhat of a d eceit as the whole im­ 
pact of the thin g is its realism. It d epicts 
tn e momen t of glorv when the flag was 
raised amid still violen t fightin g between 
the .Marin es an d the Japan ese. It was the 
secon d flag raised m that place an d took 
the place of a much smaller flag hastily 
erected a little earlier.
